WASHINGTON, Friday, July 
1*2. (JP> — Civilian Conservation 
Corps officials got a chuckle 
from this one.

Informed by letter of her 
son's ailment, his indignant 
mother filed claim against the 
corps for damages declaring 
her boy never had trouble with 
nostalgia until he left home. 


HELP FROM O'NEAL 


Friday, 

July 12. UP )—Disaster overtook the 
National Geographic society-U. S. 
army air corps stratosphere bal¬ 
loon here early this morning as the 
giant bag collapsed from an unex¬ 
plained cause one hour before the 
scheduled takeoff at 3 a. m. (Pa¬ 
cific standard time). 

No one was injured, but five 
men working on the gondola pre¬ 
paratory to lashing the metal ball 
to the balloon were forced to jump 
to safety. 

The top of the mammoth bag 
burst open without warning, per¬ 
mitting 375,000 cubic feet of hel¬ 
ium gas to escape and definitely 
halting the projected flight. 

No Explanation 

Capt. Albert W. Stevens, flight 
commander, said he had "absolute¬ 
ly no explanation" for the mis¬ 
hap. He added that an investi¬ 
gation would be made. 

Spectators watching the 
preparations for the flight said 
the balloon ground ropes sud¬ 
denly slackened and the top of 
the bag opened like a paper 
sack exploding. 

Pending investigation the mass 
of fabric was left untouched in 
the middle of the big illuminated 
ring where the balloon was being 
prepared for the flight. 

Will Seek Cause 
Flight officials said an attempt 
would be made to reconstruct the 
accident as nearly as possible in 
effort to determine the cause. 
They planned to examine the fab¬ 
ric inch by inch to see where and 
how the break occurred. 

Before the collapse the helium 
was concentrated in the top of 
the bag, which was inflated to 
only about one-eighth its ca¬ 
pacity. This was to allow for 
expansion in the sun’s heat. 
Officials of the Geographic so¬ 
ciety, which linanced the $175,000 
expedition, would not comment 
immediately regarding the possi¬ 
bility of a later flight. 

Balloon World's Largest 
The first reaction at the flight 
camp was one of relief that the 
accident did not occur after the 
takeoff. 

Mrs. Orvil A. Anderson, wife 
of the balloon pilot, was one of 
the first to rush onto the scene, 
searching for her husband. He 
was unhurt.

Farm bureau delegates from 11 
western states have come to the 
aid of Orange county in its water 
project, it was learned here today 
Meeting in a convention at Fort 
Collins. Colo., the farm bureau 
leaders took action calculated to 
spur the chances of the Orange 
county program for acceptance as 
a project for federal aid. 

Aroused by the recent ruling 
that only low cost projects can 
he constructed under the Works 
Progress administration, the farm 
bureau convention adopted a reso¬ 
lution aimed at removing this re¬ 
striction. 

The federal ruling specifies that 
projects on which the cost per 
man-year is more than $1000 are 
not eligible for PWA assistance.

Reversing the opinion of Super¬ 
ior Judge H. G. Ames, Judge J. O 
Moncur of Plumas county, sitting 
in department 1, superior court, 
today handed down a decs > " 
dering a new trial of the $45,000 
damage action brought by Miss 
Esther Keller against Arthur W. 
Cleaver, Fullerton laundry opera¬ 
tor. 

Miss Keller had sued the laun¬ 
dry man alleging that he is the 
father of her 3-year-old son. The 
ease was tried several months ago 
before Judge Ames who ruled in 
favor of the defendant, denying 
Miss Keller damages. 

In his decision, Judge Moneur 
granted the motion without criti¬ 
cism, basing the ruling on the 
question of whether the weight of 
evidence taken at the former trial 
was against the judgment of the 
court. Joe Wapncr. I-os Angeles, 
and Thomas McFadden, Anaheim, 
attorneys for Miss Kcllar. and J. 
B. Tucker and F. C. Drumm, at¬ 
torneys for Mr. Cleaver, presented 
their arguments on the motion for 
a new trial yesterday before Judge 
Moncur. 

During trial of her damage ac¬ 
tion. Miss Keller testified to inti¬ 
mate relations between her and 
Mr. Cleaver over a period of sev¬ 
eral years. She testified that she 
first became intimate with Mr. 
Cleaver before she was 18 years 
old and soon after going to work 
in the laundry. 

Miss Keller also testified that 
following the birth of her son, Mr. 
Cleaver had contributed lo her 
support until a short time before 
the filing of the suit. Mr. Cleaver 
said money given Miss Keller had 
been advanced as a loan because 
oi pity he felt for her He also 
presented medical testimony in an 
effort to disprove his paternity of 
the child. 


Fourteen historic spots in Or¬ 
ange county henceforward will be 
official landmarks of California. 
The locations, including old min¬ 
ing camps, Indian and American 
battle grounds and adobe houses 
of pioneer residents, will be reg¬ 
istered officially by the state. 

The registration work is carried 
out and authorized under a state 
law by the state department of 
natural resources and the state 
park commission, in cooperation 
with the California state chamber 
of commerce. 

News of the acceptance of the 
landmarks was received here to¬ 
day by the Orange county com¬ 
mittee working with the Califor¬ 
nia historical marking committee. 
The local committee is headed by 
T. E. Stephenson, and includes 
Nat H. Neff and Dr. C. D. Ball of 
Santa Ana. William McPherson of 
Orange and J. H. Whitaker of 
Anaheim. 

Here Are Locations 
The locations accepted as offi¬ 
cial landmarks are Dana Point, 
the Old Landing in Newport bay, 
the Serrano adobes near El Toro, 
the village and mission of San 
Juan Capistrano, the first house 
ever built in Anaheim, the site of 
the old Silverado mining camp, 
the site of Old Santa Ana, above

Defense Case Finished 
Government Starts 
Summing Up Today 


Digging for buried treasure on 
the James A. McCalla ranch, West 
First street and Harbor boule¬ 
vard, was suspended today be¬ 
cause of a cave-in. 

Such was the information given 
The Journal by the Rev. C. D. 
Hicks, minister of the Christian 
Alliance church of Santa Ana, who, 
it was learned today, is one of 
the leaders in the treasure hunt. 

The Rev. Mr. Hicks said a por¬ 
tion of the wall of the hole, dug 
thus far to 31 feet, caved in late 
yesterday which may hold up fur¬ 
ther progress for two weeks. 

To Get a Share 
The minister became interested 
in the hunt in a round-about fash¬ 
ion He said he was rather skep¬ 
tical about the whole thing, but 
was going to stick with it until 
his curiosity concerning the pos¬ 
sibility of treasure at the bottom 
of the hole was satisfied. It is 
understood he will receive a share 
in whatever treasure may be 
found. 

Mystery concerning the map 
which led the treasure seekers to 
believe there might be treasure 
lorated at that particular spot is 
still unsolved. One story concern¬ 
ing the map, and how it was 
brought to the attention of the 
Rev. Mr. Hicks, is this:

Melvin Purvis, head of the Chi¬ 
cago office of the department of 
justice’s bureau of investigation 
and the man who directed the suc¬ 
cessful hunt for John Ddlinger, 
announced today that he has re¬ 
signed from the justice depart¬ 
ment.

A 
youthful attorney who turned 
sleuth, Purvis had directed the re¬ 
lentless search that resulted in the 
death of Pretty Boy Floyd in 
Ohio, and it was his men who 
shot down John Dillinger in 
Chicago. 

Whether Purvis himself actually 
fired the shot that laid Floyd low 
in Ohio probably will never be 
known but he's a good marks¬ 
man.

be verified, floated around capitol 
corridors today that the presi¬ 
dent's tax bill would not be enact¬ 
ed at this session of congress. 

They followed the opening of a 
campaign by the chamber of 
commerce of the United States to 
defeat the program on the ground 
that it is confiscatory, destructive, 
and a "perversion” of the federal 
taxing power. 

Some democratic leaders ex¬ 
pressed fear that telegrams at¬ 
tacking the levies would pour in 
on congress as a result. 

Numerous members of both 
house and senate previously had 
urged that the bill be delayed. But 
In two White House conferences 
with the men who will escort the 
bill through congress, the presi¬ 
dent evidenced a desire that it be 
enacted this session. 

Those arguing against passage 
now have stressed the fact that 
congress already has been at work 
six and one-half months and the 
members are tired. They said, too, 
that more detailed study should 
be given to the bill. 

The democratic chiefs vigorous¬ 
ly denied today that the bill would 
be delayed. 

But in one capital quarter it 
was said postponement had been 
agreed upon at a secret White 
House meeting Wednesday night.

Being Considered For 
Drilling, Report 

COSTA MESA.—Oil leasing in 
the undeveloped Costa Mesa area 
assumed an active aspect today as 
Standard Oil officials are reported 
seeking to lease a total of 2800 
acres in and around this territory. 
Henry Meyers, property owner 
living in Santa Ana, said today 
that representatives of the Stand¬ 
ard Oil company had offered him 
a 90-day lease for his 200 acres 
just north of Costa Mesa. 

No agreement has been reached 
yet. The terms offered are as¬ 
serted to be $15 an acre a year, 
or $25 an acre a year for every 
five-acre tract not being drilled. 

Two more deals are now pend¬ 
ing for leasing of the 1500-acre 
Banning tract, located on Harbor 
boulevard north of the city, and 
the Fairview Farms of 1100 acres 
northeast of here, oil men an¬ 
nounced today. 

The temporary lease permitting 
operation of the Banning test well 
No. 1 on the bluff ran out July 1, 
and if the Standard obtains the 
lease, they may continue work on 
the well, it was said. Considerable 
difficulty has developed with the 
water shut-off. The well was 
drilled for the shallow sand with 
a two-inch casing. 

The Wilshire Oil company’s 
wildcat well on the bluff west of 
the city har set perforated casing 
in five feet of oil sand at a depth 
of 1600 feet. Water shut-off has 
been completed in part. 

Standard has several test wells 
in widely separated parts of the 
Costa Mesa field, none of which 
have been in operation for a num¬ 
ber of years. Every oil sand level 
from 1600 to 8000 feet has been 
tested by these wells, it is re¬ 
ported.

Cause of Accidents? 
Too Much Speed, Is 
Verdict of Surve 


Is It Power of Spinach or 
Just Big New York Hoax 


Judge Orders Release of County Hog 
Writ of Habeas Corpus; Decision 
Ordinance Does Not Define Garbc 


“Too much speed’ was the fundamental reason for a 
large percentage of automobile accidents last year, accord¬ 
ing to a national survey. 

Although a table of figures indicates that less than one 
out of four accidents were due to exceeding the speed lim¬ 
its, actually in many of the other accidents listed too much 
speed was a contributing factor, observes the public safety 
department of the Automobile Club of Southern California. 

Here’s the summary for 1934:

Guided by an alleged confession 
police said they secured from Mrs. 
Blanche Dunkel. 43 - year - old 
grandmother, authorities turned to 
the Chinese district here in their 
search for the slayers of Ervin 
Lang. 29, whose legless torso was 
found in a swamp near Hammond, 
Ind. 

Four Chinese were arrested at 
the outset of the hunt for the men 
who Assistant State's Attorney 
Mai Cochlin said Mrs. Dunkel. 
Lang's mother-in-law. admitted 
arranging to pay $500 to have 
Lang “removed.” 

Cochlin said Mrs. Dunkel told 
him she had paid $100 “down" to 
Mrs. Evelyn Smith on Monday and 
that Mrs. Smith lived with a 
Chinese. Harry Jung, through 
whom she was quoted as saying, 
the weird murder contract had 
been consummated. 

Neither Jung nor Mrs. Smith, 
a former burlesque dancer, could 
be found. 

Lang disappeared Friday night. 
His body was found Tuesday 
night by two boys. He had been 
garotted and his legs severed. 

Mrs. Dunkel today admitted. 
Police Lieutenant Thomas Kelly 
said, that she had taken Lang to 
an apartment where "knockout 
drops" were administered before 
he w r as slain. 


Orange county's garbage ordi¬ 
nance was declared invalid in a de¬ 
cision handed down late yesterday 
fcy Superior Judge J. O. Moncur, 
•itting in department 1. superior 
court. In ruling out the ordi¬ 
nance, Judge Moncur ordered 
Charles J. Lyons, Orange county 
hog raiser, released from custody 
on a writ of habeas corpus. 

Mr. Lyons had submitted to ar¬ 
rest. July 1. the date the ordinance 
became effective, for the purpose 
of testing the measure. Under 
provisions of the ordinance, which 
was adopted as a regulatory meas¬ 
ure to prevent recurrence of the 
hoof-and-mouth epidemic here, it 
was unlawful to bring garbage 
Into the county to be fed to hogs. 
In his petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus, filed through At¬ 
torney Charles Swanner Mr. 
Lyons contended that, the county 
measure was discriminatory. 

Feed Right Cited 

Judge Moncur held that the 
business of hog raising is entirely 
legitimate and that the owner has 
a right to feed his stock such 
feed as his discretion may dic¬ 
tate. 

"It is a matter of common 
knowledge." the decision stated, 
“that garbage is used to feed 
hogs.” It also held that the hog 
raisers have a properly right in 
such garbage as is deemed adapt¬ 
able for the purpose and is in pos¬ 
session of the raiser. 

The ordinance was declared in¬ 
valid because of its vagueness in 
defining the meaning of garbage 
and determining what the board of 
supervisors intended to prohibit. 
In his ruling Judge Moncur de¬ 
clared "Where there is an attempt 
tc prohibit certain acts in the con¬ 
duct of such business, the person 
conducting such business should 
be entitled to know the limita¬ 
tions, the methods or character of 
the conduct exercised in the dis¬ 
cretion which he may properly be 
entitled to use in conducting such 
business." The court declined to 
express an opinion on the alleged 
discriminatory features of the or¬ 
dinance, deeming it unnecessary. 
Concedes Health tjuestion 

The court upheld the power of 


the city, county or state to regu¬ 
late. within proper limits, the mat¬ 
ter of garbage disposal, and con¬ 
ceded that the rights of ownership 
must give way in the Interests of 
the general welfare of the commu¬ 
nity or the public health. When 
the conduct of such business does 
not menace the health or welfare 
of the community, said the court 
ruling, these property rights must 
be upheld. 

In stating that the ordinance 
does not define garbage. Judge 
Moncure included Webster's defi¬ 
nition: "GARBAGE Offal, as en¬ 
trails of animals or fish: refuse, 
animal or vegetable matter from 
kitchens, market or store: often 
loosely, waste material from a 
home market or store consisting 
of offal mixed with other refuse, 
as ashes, paper, tin cans, etc.; 
hence anything worthless or filthy; 
refuse.” 

Measure ‘‘Indefinite" 

Quoting Webster's definition of 
the won I the court held that as¬ 
suredly it is not to be assumed 
that an owner of hogs would at¬ 
tempt to transport into the. county 
ashes or tin cans to feed hogs." 

Sustaining the right of the hog 
raisers to be fully informed as to 
the acts prohibited. Judge Moncur 
held that the county measure is 
"so indefinite and uncertain that 
under any other construction it 
would seem that a person depend¬ 
ing on the transportation from 
outside the county of food for his 
hogs would be liable to prosecu¬ 
tion if any citizen, officer or court 
assumed the legislative function 
of determining in the first in¬ 
stance, or perhaps finally, the in¬ 
tention of the board of supervisors 
as to what was intended as 
garbage.” 

Lyons in Doubt 

With the ordinance branded as 
so uncertain as to be unenforce¬ 
able, the court ruling referred to 
Mr. Lyons' arrest, stating that 
“assuredly the defendant in this 
case appears not sufficiently ap¬ 
prized by the complaint itself as 
to what is meant by the charge 
that he hauled and transported 
garbage from outside the county 
for the purpose of feeding hogs." 

The court also questioned the 
right of city, county or state to 
prohibit the use of whatever may 
be called garbage belonging to a 
person and in his possession for 
the purpose he intends it without 
showing sufficient reason relating 
to public health. This reason, the 
court held, must be contained in 
the ordinance itself.

I>o you think eolleges should be 
entirely vocational or entirely cul¬ 
tural instead of as they are now? 

Mrs. Merrill W. Hollingsworth— 

No. I do not think that anv stu¬ 
dent should go to college with his 
time entirely devoted to one line 
of thought. A student who must 
prepare himself for a life work 
necessarily gives the greater part 
of his time to acquiring the tech¬ 
nique of his profession, hut every 
excursion into the world of purely 
<-ii It lira 1 Ideas cannot hut enrich 
and deepen his spprr • ation of life. 
So, one is not only able to get 
more from life, hut also to give 
more. 

Mrs. Ross Shafer—1 don't think 
either extreme would he proper. I 
certainly would not favor their 
being entirely vocational. A pub¬ 
lic institution has to satisfy the 
needs of all people, and it would 
defeat the end of a large number 
if the courses were entirely voca¬ 
tional. Likewise, an all-cultural 
eollege would mean the added ex¬ 
pense of post-graduate vocational 
training. I do not favor the let¬ 
ting down of college standards just 
for practical purposes, since an 
A.B. degree represents a certain 
cultural background 

Mrs. Elmer ('. Read—General 
knowledge and a social back¬ 
ground are imperative for success 
Personally, I should think it dif¬ 
ficult to send a child through more 
than four years of college, sq the 
four year cultural idea wouldn't 
seem practical. On the other hand, 
an all-vocational college would de¬ 
prive the student of the cultural 
and social advantages he needs 

Miss Ruth Frothingham There 
isn't any question in mv mind but 
that the liberal arts policy of col¬ 
leges should he continued, hut I 
think there should he more oppor¬ 
tunity for vocational study for peo¬ 
ple especially fitted in that direc¬ 
tion Not everyone is qualified for 
the strictly intellectual type of 
course. We haven't had enough 
purely practical training in col¬ 
leges. jurt as in high schools we 
have needed more vocational train¬ 
ing

college training in general is too 
vague. It gives a smattering of

Hal McCullough, for 
many years prior to his recent 
death manager of the Santa Ana 
Commercial Company, were adopt¬ 
ed and reared bv Mr. and Mrs. 
Halladay. A brother. M. D. Hal¬ 
laday, who was also one of Santa 
Ana's leading citizens for many 
years, lived in a fine home at the 
southwest corner of Chestnut and 
Halladay streets, which is still oc¬ 
cupied by his son, Dan Halladay 
and family.

Conferees have been working on 
the program, attempting to 
straighten out differences in the 
bill as passed by house and sen¬ 
ate. For two weeks they have 
been tied up in a controversy over 
the senate amendment to exempt 
companies and workers covered by 
private pension plans from the 
taxes to be levied for the nation¬ 
wide old age pension system. 

Failure Forecast 

Informed senators have fore¬ 
cast that the conferees wiil fail to 
agree and the dispute will have to 
be carried back to the two houses 
for settlement. 

Critics of the private pension 
amendment contend it would en¬ 
danger the entire program and 
might bring a presidential veto. 
They argue the amendment would 
permit private companies to keep 
their younger employes in their 
private system and leave the old¬ 
er workers for the government to 
carry. 

Would Aid Private Plans 

On the other hand, those sup¬ 
porting the amendment argue that 
it would permit some existing 
private pension plans, which are 
more liberal than the proposed 
government system, to continue in 
operation. 

They suggest that without the 
amendment these private systems, 
some of which have accumulated 
millions of dollars, would be junk¬ 
ed. Then, if the federal plan were 
declared invalid, the workers 
would be left unprotected, these 
legislators argue.

Landing Into Discard 

With the establishment of the , 
House of McFadden on the ocean, 
states the article, Anaheim Land- j 
ing went into the discard Its only ( 
use was to feed an occasional load j 
of lumber to its parent German j 
colony of Anaheim. One of the 
strangest things in the battle to 
place Anaheim Landing in the dis¬ 
card was that while the McFad- 
dens were "strangling” the land¬ 
ing. they were forced to ride horse¬ 
back to Anaheim to hank their 
money. 

With their shipping interests 
firmly established the McFaddens 
started to expand. The magazine 
article tells of this expansion by 
saying, "They invaded San Pedro 
where the big steamers roosted. 
About 1878 they leased the old 
government warehouse at Wil¬ 
mington that had served Drum 
Barracks, and started to compete 
for the Los Angeles-San Francisco 
trade. And here we meet the track 
of the villain that is to run through 
the rest of our piece. In later life 
this villain has become a great 
friend of the people of Southern 
California, but in those days it was 
regardeil as a monster with its den 
in San Francisco, whence it reach¬ 
ed out to swallow harbors, if they 
seemed worth eating, or to rub out 
little communities that annoyed it.” 

The Battle Begins 

Then started a heart-breaking 
battle. The Southern Pacific rail¬ 
road had a monopoly on all rail 
transportation to and from Wil¬ 
mington. Steamer traffic was con¬ 
trolled by the Pacific Coast Steam¬ 
ship lines. According to the article, 
while the railroad was in compe¬ 
tition with all steamer traffic, it 
preferred to have this competition 
( entered in one large organization 
with which it could have working 
agreements. 

With mutually antagonistic in¬ 
terests to a price-cutting outsider 
the railroad, controlling the land 
haul to and from the harbor, was 
able to make it disagreeable for 
shippers who used the "S. S. New¬ 
port,” the ship of the McFaddens. 


Early days of Newport Harbor 
when James and Robert McFad¬ 
den, Santa Ana pioneers, were 
battling with wits and fists to es¬ 
tablish the harbor as a commercial 
port and themselves as the found¬ 
ers of a shipping industry are re¬ 
called in the current issue of West- 
ways. monthly magazine of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

In the lead article titled "The 
Battle for South Pacific Ports,” 
Lanier Bartlett tells of the early 
struggle of the McFaddens to es¬ 
tablish Newport as an industrial 
harbor. In that fight they not only 
hat tied ambitious individuals, but 
resisted efforts of the Southern 
Pacific Railway to balk them. 

That they eventually lost the 
fight is no discredit to them for 
they fought a good battle and suc¬ 
ceeded in having Newport Harbor 
rec ognized to the extent that today 
a development program that will 
cost approximately $2,000,000 is 
nearing completion. 

Squatters Move In 
In his article M. Bartlett tells 
how in the 1850’s a "German out¬ 
fit,” which had established a ship¬ 
ping point at Anaheim Landing on 
Alamitos Bay, heard a rumor that 
the McFaddens had acquired rights 
on Newport Bay and were about 
to develop a landing there, and 
sent over two Norwegians in their 
employ with orders to "squat" and 
scare the brothers away. 

Mr. Bartlett's article said, "There 
was a fight. That was in 187.2. 
The McFadden family remained 
high potentates of Newport Bay 
and Newport Beach until 1898." 

What the article does not state 
is that the McFadden family still 
is a power in Santa Ana and Or¬ 
ange county, and that whenever a 
movement for civic development is 
started a McFadden is always 
listed among the leaders. 

Comparing early days of the 
harbor with the present day when 
the port is being developed as a 
haven for yachtsmen, Mr Bartlett 
in his article says: 

McFaddens Had Vision 
"Take the McFaddens - they 
were not fighting over a landing 
place for millionaires yac hts nor a 
haven for submarines—they want¬ 
ed to control a precious tidal inlet 
deep enough to land at its sedgy 
shore the tubby coastal steamers 
of the day. and the wooden schoon¬ 
ers or ‘scows.’ Here they could 
load them with potatoes, corn, bar¬ 
ley, hides, hogs, woo! and honey, 
after discharging them of lumber 
and manufactured goods from the 
j north. 

“Ship-minded as they were, the 
McFaddens held an ambition that 
sent their vision far beyond the 
thundering bar of their estero. The 
day would come when they would 
have their own steamer, a staunch 
raft, already designed in the back

(JP )—The judgment against Her¬ 
man Michel, stockholder, in the 
Marine Bank of Santa Monica, in 
the amount of $75,500 was up¬ 
held by the district court of ap¬ 
peals here in a decision written by 
Judge E. J. Marks and concurred 
in by Judge Charles R. Banard and 
Judge Lacey D. Jennings.

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RAMSAY AND SON

WASHINGTON. — There prob¬ 
ably will be nothing done about 
It during the present congress, but 
It may be wise to keep watch on 
a bill in the house introduced by 
Representative Kenny of New Jer¬ 
sey and known as H. R. 8540— 

It's a proposal to create a gov¬ 
ernment supervised and controlled 
billion-dollar lottery. 

A subcommittee of the extreme¬ 
ly busy ways and means commit¬ 
tee of the house took the time to 
hold public hearings on the meas¬ 
ure. A petition is being circulat¬ 
ed among members requesting 
that H. R. 8540 be reported to the 
floor of the house this session for 
a vote. 

An organization known as the 
National Conference for Legalized 
lotteries has been formed to foster 
sentiment for such a proposal as 
that offered by the New Jersey 
congressman. 

A concerted drive has been 
started to get H. R. 8540 before 
the house this session, and if it 
fails, to advance the measure to 
such an advantageous position 
that it will have to be considered 
by the next congress. 

Kenny’s proposal is that the lot¬ 
tery be conducted upon the basis 
of the government taking 40 per 
cent of a $2 ticket and devoting 
60 per cent to participation 
awards or prizes. He would have 
one grand award of not more than 
$120,000 and $500 as the minimum. 

To produce a billion dollars rev¬ 
enue as the government's 40 per 
cent share, there would be sold 
annually $2,500,000,0000 of tickets. 
A total of 1.250.000,000 tickets 
would be sold in a year or 104,- 
166.666 a month. Based on these 
figures the odds against a ticket 
purchaser winning an award is 20,- 
833 to one. 

The lottery tickets would be 
purchaseable at postoffices only. 

One of the principal arguments 
of H R 8540 advance is that the 
governmen t-controlled lottery 
would keep in this country mil¬ 
lions of dollars which annually 
are dumped into foreign countries.

WARSAW <2Pi— Political circles 
believe the late Marshal Pilsudski's 
efforts will be continued to nor¬ 
malize Polish-Lithuanian relations, 
severed when Poland took Vilno in 
1920. 

The statement that "it is neces¬ 
sary to continue endeavors to find 
a solution for the conflict with 
Poland," made in a lecture by For¬ 
eign Minister Lozoraitis of Lithu¬ 
ania was noted with satisfaction 
here. 

How hard this is. however, is 
j indicated in the public remark of 
the Lithuanian president, Antanas 
Smetona, who said: 

“We must have Vilno back, as it 
I is the cradle of our culture. The 
i heart buried there (Marshal Pil¬ 
sudski's) will not paralyze our de¬ 
sire, because the heart of the en¬ 
tire Lithuanian nation also is bur¬ 
ied in Vilno.” 

The liquidation of the quarrel 
was one of the marshal's greatest 
j concerns in his last year of life, 
j for his foreign policy sought the 
| co-operation of Poland with the 
Baltic countries, and Piisudski had 
! many personal ties with Lithuania 

Since Alexander Prystor, former 
premier and Pilsudski's close 
friend, went to Lithuania a year 
ago ostensibly on a private visit, 
newspapers in each country have 
dropped the quarrelsome tone with 
which they formerly referred to 
the other nation. 




Another Load of This Choice 


ROME (JP )—If Italy goes to war 
with Abyssinia, Italian fascists 
may fight against Ethiopian fas¬ 
cists. 

Known as the “blackjackets,” 
there is a fascist party in Abys¬ 
sinia which has made some head¬ 
way and the Italian press has 
given it considerable space from 
time to time. 

Its latest victory is seen in the 
nomination of its chieftain, young 
Ras Nasibu, to be governor of the 
important province of Harrar. This 
province would feel the first brunt 
of an Italian attack from Eritrea. 

The Ethiopian fascists, say the 
Italian press, ' are young national¬ 
ists who possess a sprinkling of 
European education and hate for¬ 
eigners. Their dominance over the 
older men becomes more manifest 
every day.” 

Of the two classes, say the Ital¬ 
ian newspapers, “the new one is 
the worse and the more dangerous 
for peace.”

the Quakers, told the father that 
the mission had sold its share in 
the daughter for *10. 

“What will you take for your 
share in your daughter?” ho 
asked. The guileless chief ac¬ 
cepted *10, releasing his claim 
on the girl. 

A stampede on the mission had 
been planned by Day. who schemed 
to get away with the girl in the 
confusion. Matilda Smith heard 
the disturbance and ran to the 
weaving house were Nancy was. 

Nancy Is Safe 

Raring to the mission with 
Nancy, the teacher barely had 
time to push the little girl inside 
the door before Matilda wheeled 
about to face the maddened Indian. 
Her clever tirade against the po¬ 
tential kidnaper checked his pur¬ 
suit and Nancy was safe. 

Later the little Indian girl mar¬ 
ried a Frrnch trader. Choteau. 
More than 30 years ago when Mrs. 
Steward visited her in Kansas City. 
Mo.. Nancy was the owner of 200 
acres of valuable city property. 
The little girl, who had become a 
silver-haired woman, was jubilant 
over the reunion with her former 
teacher. 

The ritual of an Indian burial, 
followed by the chief's admonition 
to the surviving relatives that “he 
did not want them to get drunk 
for four days if they could help 
it,” has an interesting spot in the 
diary. 

Left Many Relics 

The reservation had been estab¬ 
lished 16 years previous to Matilda 
Smith's arrival, for Shawnee In¬ 
dians from various parts of the 
central states. 

Mrs. Steward died in California 
26 years ago, leaving to Mrs. Pear¬ 
son, besides her diary, a collection 
of interesting daguerreotypes, an 
album quilt, a woven bed spread, 
the wool for which she had spun 
herself, in 1854, and other old 
rarities. The Pearsons have in ad¬ 
dition, a winding blade, made by 
Henry Pearson, uncle of Mr. Pear¬ 
son, in Indiana, more than 100 
years ago, for winding yam from 
skeins into balls. 


“Ten dollars I'll pay. No more.” 

Crafty eyes leered at the bidder: 
AH right, you can have her.” 

So Wilson McClain's mother pur¬ 
chased the bride. Emaline. for her 
son from Emaline's reluctant uncle 
in true Indian fashion. 

This and scores of other facts of 
Indian custom are revealed in the 
nearly-a-century old diary of Ma¬ 
tilda Smith Steward, mother of 
Mrs. H. I. Pearson of 323 West 
17th street. 

Left home in ’48 

A gay. resourceful girl of 20, 
Matilda Smith left her home in 
Illinois to go with her sister. Edith 
Lewis, as teacher at the Quaker 
mission school on the Shawnee In¬ 
dian reservation in Kansas in 1848. 
A near robbery was an exciting 
event of their trip. 

An occasional twinge of home¬ 
sickness brought among scatter¬ 
ed memories, recollection of dis¬ 
cussions with the village store¬ 
keeper, a gaunt tall fellow, Abe 
Lincoln. 

Life on the reservation followed 
a fairly quiet routine, the diary 
reveals berry picking, spinning, 
teaching, and farming. The name 
of John Steward, a government 
employe whom she married in 1855 
in Illinois, appears frequently in 
Matilda’s finely drawn words. 

Thrilling Pages Last 

An account of one of the most 
thrilling incidents of Matilda 
Smith’s life has been lost from the 
diary, her daughter says. Nancy, 
daughter of a Shawnee chief and 
interpreter at the mission, was 
being wooed by a "bad” Indian, 
Joe Day. The girl s father ob¬ 
jected to the marriage and the 
girl loathed the man. 

She was sent to the mission for 
protection. Day. taking advantage 
of the Shawnee chief’s regard for

-Few realize it, but Secre¬ 
tary Harold Ickes’ PWA will have 
a great deal more money for slum 
clearance and housing than the 
slim amount allotted from the: 
Works-Relief fund. 

This is how the extra money 
will be obtained: 

Under the original $3,300,000,- 
000 public works act. PWA under¬ 
wrote a score of state, municipal 
and other public projects by mak¬ 
ing outright grants of 30 per cent 
and lending the other 70 per cent. 
As security for these 70 per cent 
loans PWA took the bonds of the 
contsructing agency. 

These bonds PWA now proposes 
to use as a means of raising funds 
to finance new projects. It is em¬ 
powered under the law to sell 
them to the RFC or in the open 
market. 

In the vaults of the PWA are 
contracts to purchase a total of 
$700,000,000 of these 70 per cent 
loan bonds. Its actual bond hold¬ 
ings are considerably less than 
this, inasmuch as the securities 
are only issued when the con¬ 
structing agency calls for money 
to meet its expenditures. 

There is ready demand for the 
bonds which PWA already has on 
hand. Some weeks ago Ickes sold 
$100,000,000 of them and on such 
favorable terms that he made 
$1,000,000 profit on the transac- 
1 tion. Now the RFC has offered to 
buy $140,000,000 worth on a sim- 
I ilar profit-making basis. 

After this sale, Ickes will have 
only $55,000,000 worth of the loan 
bonds remaining in his portfolio. 

In interesting possibility of the 
ingenious arrangement is that the 
' credit creating possibilitie- do not 
end with the sale of the bonds. 
With the money he obtains by this 
means, Ickes makes other public 
works loans and in return takes 
j new bonds, which in turn he is 
also free to market, raise more 
money, make still other loans, and 
so on.
